THF LATEST FAD. 

Odd Chatelaine Olinln« Which Are Knjor 
Ing tlreat rupul.rlty. 

••Tho chatelaine chain," said a 
Broadway dealer in jewelry, "is tin 
most popular fad in ludiea' bijouterl 
that wu have haiidlod tliis season. It 
is different from tho old-fashioned chate 
laine chain in several particulars. It 
Is worn only in tho breast, whereas tho 
old style wits worn at the waist or jusl 
below, and tho ornament at the end of 
the now popular chatelaine chain must 
be a ball of tome kind. Wo have made 
these little bulls of every concoivablc 
material, from diamond to toktta bean 
and from gold to plain German silver. 
The chain itself can also bu inndo of 
any thing that strikes the feminine 
(MOT. dold In finely woven links Is 
must In demand, but wo liavo inado 
chains of almost every thing yon can 
imagine. Ono of .the oddest 1 have 
soon was matlo for a stylish young 
woman whose Skye terrior hu. . 
just died. Tho chain was made 
of tho favorite llttlo boast's lmlr, 
Ith a delicate thread of gold running 
through it. Another novel tiring was 
a chain of small pieces of quart/, al- 
most as cloar as diamond drops, whioh 
wcro united together with gold. This 
was for the daughter of a rich mine 
owner, who had sent hor the quarts 
from Colorado. At tho ond of the 
haln, which sparkled brilliantly with 
every motion, was a plain gold ball in- 
scribed with the ditto of tho last big 
strike of oro at the mine and the 
amount taken out 

"The end of the chain which holds 
the little ball is allowed to dance at 
will over tho broast, while tho other 
end, which is supposed to hold a lady's 
watch, is concealed through an opening 
between tho button-holes, just above 
the bust. The little ball is hardly etrer 
at rest, dangling about as it does with 
every movement of tho body, and 
naturally attracts tho eye. This is the 
secret of tl.o chain's popularity.

Jonathan Haradeu was born in.Clou- 
ooster, but was taken oarlv to Salem in 
the employ of Iticliard Cabot, father of 
tho celebrated president of the Hart- 
ford < 'uuvoution. Ho first went to sea 
as Lieutenant, thou as Captain of a 
fuurtiieti-guii sloop built fur the State 
of Massachusetts, and bearing a name 
that would have delighted Wendell 
Phillips -tho Tyrannicide. In her ho 
helped capture a British naval vessel 
that was carried in triumph Into Salem 
harbor. Afterward Haradcn was put 
in command of the General Picketing, 
a Salem privateer of 1H0 tuns, carrying 
fourteen six-puuwlers, and a crow of 
forty-five men aud buys. Hu sailed in 
17SU with a cargo of sugar for Bilboa, 
then a resort for Americau prlvatocrs 
and prize vossels. On his passa;o lie 
had a two hours' light with a llritish 
cutter of twenty guns and Heat her off, 
but on entering the Bay of Biscay found 
opportunity for an exploit more daring. 
Kunniug by night alongside a British 
privateer carrying twenty-two guns and 
sixty men, hu ordered In r, through his 
trumput, to "surrender tuau American 
frigate or bu sunk." Thu astonished 
Knglisliman yielded, and came on 
board to tind himself outgeneraled. A 
prize crow was put on the captured 
vessel and both made sail for Bilboa, 
when they were met by a King's ship, 
which, as thu captured Captain told 
Ifaruiteii with dolight, was the Achilles, 
another English privateer, with forty- 
two guns and ID men. "I shan't run 
from her," Haiti Hiradeii, coolly. At 
once the scene ehaiigud; the big En- 
glishman recaptured the little one. 
thou lay alongside. Hara.luu'a ship all 
night to light her next day. Haradcn 
look a sound night's sleep, and re- 
cruited a boatswain and eight sailors 
from his prisoners in the morning, 
whuu they weut to work. 

The American ship seemed, said an 
eye-witness, like a long-boat b >-i,le 1 
man-of-war; many of the Englishman's 
shot went over her opponont, while 
she herself was always hit below tho 
water-line— this riffle rn Aohillus, like 
the nnolent. proved vulnerable in tho 
heel. A dual broadside of crow-bars 
from Haradcn had great uffoct, nud 
Achilles lied. The Pickering gave 
haao, and Haradcn offered a large re- 
ward to his gunner if he would carry 
away a spar, but no such luck oucnrred 
and Me Englishman got off. Haradcn 
recaptured his lirit prize, which had 
thus changed hands thrice ln'nrenty- 
four hours, aud went into port with 
hur. The batllo had lasted three 
hours, besngfought au near the Spanish 
Coast that a hundred th lusand speeta- 
tori, it Was 1 said, lined the shorei; and 
it was also said that, before the I'iokor- 
itig and her prize had been half an 
hour at anchor, ono could have walked 
a mile over tho water by stepping from 
boat to biat; and when the Captain 
lot! he was borne in triumph 
through the city on men's shoulders. 
This is but a sample of this bold nil. 
ir's adventures. On another (MO iaH>n 
still, in the Pickering, he foil in with 
three 'armed Englishmen in company, 
carrying respectively twclvo, fourteen, 
and sixteen guns; and he captured 
oaoh in succession with his vessel, he 
carrying just as many guns as the 
largest of the enemy. 

Haradcn alone took morn than a 
thousand guns from the British during 
the war. The Salem ships intercepted 
the vessels which carried supplies from 
England or Nova Scotia to the garri- 
sons in New York and Boston; thoy 1 
cruised in tho Bar of Biscay, and in 
the English and Irish channels; thoy 
ea sed tho Insrirauco on British ships to 
twenty-three pur cont., anil obliged a 
large naval force to bo constantly em- 
ployed in oonvoying merchantmen; 
they, moreover, brought munitions of 
war from the Krunch islands. Some 
sailetl as privateers pure and simple; 
othors under "letters of marque," in 
voyages whose privatnoring was inci- 
dental, but where the dangers incurred 
were much the same. Josoph l'ea- 
boriy, fur Instance, sailed from Salem 
in tlin winter of 1781 as soo.md niato of 
tho letter uf inar.pie Ranger. Captain 
Simmons, carrying soven guns. I'lioy 
look a cargo ot salt, sold it at Rich- 
mond, Virgina. and at Alexandria 
loaded with Hour for Havana. Part of 
the cargo, being from (lonoral Wash- 
ington's plantation, was received at 
Havana at the marked weight; all was 
sold, and the Ranger retnrnod to Alex' 
a'idria for another freight Anchoring 
at tho inuuth of tho Potomac because 
of head-winds, tho officers turned In, 
but were roused before midnight by tho 
watch, with news that largo boats wore 
coming toward the ship from differont 
directions. Simmons and Peabody 
rushed to the deck, the latter in hi* 
night-clothes. As they roached it, a 
volley of muskotry met thorn, and 
the Captain fell wounded. Poa- 
body ran forward, shouting for 
the crow to soize tho boarding pikes, 
and he himself attacked some men 
who xvoro climbing on board. Mean- 
time, another strango boat oponod lire 
from another quarter. All was confu- 
sion; they know not who were thuir 
assailants orwhoncc;tho Captain lay 
helpless, the first ofllcor was sorving 
out ammunition, anil Peabody, still 
conspicuous in his whit, raiment, had 
command of the dock. The boats woro 
already grappled to the Ranger; he 
ordered 'cold shot to bo dropped into 
them, and frightened one crow so that 
it oast off; then ho ordered his mm 
against the other boat, shouting: "Wo 
have sunk one, boys; now lot us sink 
the other!" His menclicered and pres- 
ently both boat! dropped astern, leav- 
ing ono of thn Ranger's crow dead and 
throe wounded. Peabody himself was 
hurt In three places. The enemy proved

rroiulni.nl I'akllo Men Who BeKart Mfe 
aa Humble Menaliera ot the Har. 

Alexander Stephens was admitted to 
the bar when he was twenty-two. and 
his first year netted him S-100. He gut 
single fees of 120,000 belore he died 
and was considered ono of the greatest 
lawyers of the South. 

Thomas Jefferson was making $5,000 
a year at the bar when he first began 
to dip into politics, and hail ho stuck 
to.lt ho would probably have died a 
very rich man. Politics ruined him 
and hu died a bankrupt. 

Alexander Hamilton was a lawyer, 
and he Went back to Now York to 
praetico law after hu left the Treasury. 

Anron Hun was one of the most 
monoy-making of the lawyers of his 
day, and he made as high as 940,000 in 
a single caso. 

Hamilton made $10,000 a year on an 
average, it is said, and William Wirt 
thought hu was doing well when his 
yearly fees ran tip as high as $(1,000. 

There is hanllv a big lawyer of to- 
day who is sati-ilied with less than 
$10,000 or $20,000 a year, and tho fees 
of many lawyers amount to moro than 
tho President's salary. 

I saw Ben Butler in the streets of 
Washington the other tlay in now 
clothes, and I am told that his pro- 
fessional income is nut less than $100,- 
00O a year. 

Hub Toombs made $. r >0,000 in tho first 
live years ut his practice. 

John Sherman thought ho was doing 
well when ho started out as a young 
lawyer and saved $MX) a year. 

Daniel Webster got big* fees, but he 
always spent muro than he made, and 
he was constantly in debt. 

Abo Lincoln did well at the law, and 
James Buchanan matlo *.>..< tho first 
year of his practice and increased th's 
amount in the fifth vear to over $5,0u"3. 
in 1HJ1 be made $11,000, but alter ho 
g t into politics his practice dropped 
ull', ami during his later years he prac- 
tically ceased legal business. 

Samuel Cox got $25 for his first law 
rase, and Spooner, of Wisconsin, was 
receiving a salary of $10,001 a year as 
a railroad lawyer before ho went to 
Washington. 

Senator Payno, of Ohio, began lifo as 
a lawyer. 

Teller and Bowcn got their lint start 
at the bar. 

( barley Folton, who is perhaps the 
richeit man in the lower House, studlud 
law fur six months and only triod one 
case. Hut ho left the law for specula 
lion, and matlo a half dozen millions 
outside of the court business. 

Senator Eustls, of Louisiana, js a 
law professor, and Bayard studiotl law 
after ho found he was not cut out for a 
morchant. Pig-Iron Kellcy has been a 
lawyor and a judge. Holnian earned 
•omc of his first money at the law. 

Ingalls studied law in Massachusetts 
anil went West to practice 

Senator V'oorhecs is ono of tho most 
noted of our criminal lawyers, and 
Hendricks was a very successful man 
at the bar. 

Judge Huadly was making $30,000 a 
year when he was olocted (iovcrnor of 
'Ohio, and ThnrrnfID worked his xvayup 
through the law ami into politics. 

Torn R "oil is a lawyer; MeKinley, of 
Ohio, praeticos law. and all the digni 
taries on the Supremo Bench have, of 
course, made big legal reputations be- 
fore thoy got their appointments. 

Nearly all our Presidents have been 
lawyers, ami all of thum except Wash- 
ington, Harrison. Tai Inr and Grant 
were members' of the bar. 

Martin Van Huron was engaged to 
be man led befure he began to praotitis, 
anil it whs some years boforo Ids In- 
come was largo enough for him to wed.

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SAVE THE STRAW. 

Its tliejtt Value ae a Fertlllalns; Material 
uf Itare Merit. 
All kinds of straw arc of more value 
for fertilizing purposes than is gen* 
erally supposod. Tho principal value 
is in tho ash, which consists of potash, 
magnesia, soda, silica, phosphoric acid, 
lime, chlorine and sulphur. When 
allowed to decompose on the soil, tho 
nitrogen which has boen taken from 
the atmosphere is supposed to be re- 
tained, while in acting as a mulch, 
additional nitrogen may be absurbc.1 
from the atmosphere by tho process 
called nitrilioatinn. Plowetl under, it 
not only retains all its value 'as a 
fertili/.er, but acts mechanically in 
keeping the soil loose, and is in this 
y of ospecial value in tenacious soils. 
When burned, of course all the nitro- 
gen ia expelled and returned to the air, 
while bv the process the carbon is con- 
verted fnto carbonic acid gas and be- 
comes a part of the atmosphere. Hnt 
in largo quantitius, as in some wheat- 
growing sections, thero may be such 
an abuudance of straw that it can not 
be very well utilized for fertilizing 
purposes— that is, can not be plowed 
untler or used aa a mulch, and thus 
permitted to be reduced by slow decay. 

in such cases it is better to burn it 
than to permit it to be carried off from 
the farm. Hy burning, all the ingredi- 
ents that are drawn from the soil are 
returned to it, and so far tho -necessity 
for mineral fertilizers is removed. But 
largo amounts of straw may be profit- 
ably used in the stables, under the 
sheds and In the open barnyard. If it 
can be run through a cutter it im- 
proves its eunditiou for bedding and 
absorbent purposes and hastens its de- 
composition. Besides if, at the time of 
drawing out the manure, any portion 
of tin- straw is not well rotted, it will 
fork much oasicr in short piecus than 
it will when left at full length. Further- 
more, it will spread ovor the soil bettor 
and is moro easily plowed under, or 
leas objectionable it left on the sur- 
face, when cut into short pieces. When 
straw is bright and clean, even though 
the grain may have been dead ripn 
when cut, Qatlle ami other stook will 
eat a good deal of It In oonncction with 
more concentrated ami nutritious foods. 
Hv all menus husband the straw and 
return to the soil all that belungs to it. 
It is enough to carry off the material 
appropriated by tho grain that is not 
fed an I used on the farm, for nature is 
all the while keeping a strict account, 
and is positive about having balanore in 
her favor. The moment any ingredient 
is exhausted, or not left in sufficient 
quantity, she will refuse to honor tho 
draft matlo on her for the production 
of a crop requiring that material. — 
Halional Liie-Moek Journal.

LIFE INSURANCE. 

< 

The Flret Recorded Inetanee of the Intro- 
duction of Toutlne Annultlee. 

With the growth of commerco in the 
middle ages, a system of marine insur- 
ance grow up in somo of the chief mer- 
cantile Dittos. In IM8 Chief Justice 
Coke, in ono of the reports of his de- 
cisions, speaks of insurance in England 
as quite a novelty, and it docs not seem 
to have boen recognized by law at that 
time. Tho first English statute which 
contains it was issued in 1601, In the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth. This first 
application of the principle of insur- 
ance was limited to mar be t As. Tho 
manifest advantages gained ny it soon 
led to its application to lire risks, ami 
ovcntually to various other interests, 
as the insurance of growing crops 
against hail, to tho insuring of cattle, 
travelers from accidents, and nlso to 
life insurance, but the precise date at 
whioh tho praetico of life insurance 
began is not known with dellnltcnoss. 
It has been stated that within about 
four hundred years after the comencu- 
mont of the Christian era, tablos were 
in existence for tho calculation of an- 
nuities. The next step towards the 
practical rekllaation of lifo insurance 
was the introduction of tho system of 
annuities. 

The first recorded instance of an or- 
ganized attompt tn introduce the use of 
annuities was made by Lorenzo Tonto, 
or Tonti, a Neapolitan, who lived dur- 
ing the middle portion of the seven- 
teenth century. His plan was as fol- 
lows: A cortain inimbor of persons 
eonlributotl a certain sum to a general 
fund, no distinction being made either 
on uccount of r go or sex. At the end 
of each year tho iutercst of tho general 
fund thus created was divided among 
those of the contributors who were liv- 
ing. This was done year by year, until 
the solo survivor rocoivod the wholo of 
tho interest. The Tontine system was 
established in Franoo in 1653. nntl pro- 
hibited in 177.H. In tho United States 
the practice of life insurance xvas in- 
troduced before tho revolution by tho 
formation of a society by some Episco- 
pal ministers in 17CH. 1'hoir n*snvia- 
ti..n was called, the Protestant EpUco- 
pal association for tho benefit of wid- 
ows and children of clorgymon of 
tho Commonwealth of Pennsylvania.

JENNER'S STRUGGLES. 

Intereitlnc Points Concerning Hie Uleeov- 
cry of Smalt-I'oi Vacc(patlon. 

Although Jcnnor was forty-nine yoara 
old boforu ho mado vaccination known 
to tho world, the subjuct had attracted 
his attention when only a youthful ap- 
prentice to a country surgeon. Ho was 
convince! that the current mothods of 
treating oow-pox and small-pox were 
capable of improvement, and ho set 
himself to study tho nature of the dis- 
ease. But for many years after his 
opinions wero made known to the med- 
ical faculty they wero contemptuously 
scouted. He had first of all to prove, 
contrary to tho prevalent belief, that 
what was callod cow-pox was not a 
certain preventive of small-pox. Then 
he hail to trace out the nature of the 
differenoo in the diseases to which cows 
arc subject, antl to ascortain which of 
them possessed the protective virtue 
against small-pox. After repeated fail- 
ures ho matlo tho grand discovery that 
it is "only in a certain condition of the 
pustule that tho virus is capable of 
Imparting Its protective power to tho 
human constitution." It was on tho 
14th of May, 17U9, that he first put Ids 
theory to the tosl by transferring cow- 
pox by inoculation from one human 
being to the other. It was two years 
later, howovor, before his famous "In- 
quiry into tho Causes and Effects of 
tho Variolge Vaccinas" was published. 
Henry Clivo was the first London doctor 
to put the thing tn tho test, and ho Is 
credited with performing the first suc- 
cessful vaccination in London. Othot 
enscs followod, and Lady Franco* 
Morgan (afterward Lady Dueio) was 
the first lady of rank to har* a child 
vaccinated.— All the Tear Kouwl.

After 
the lapse of one whole year there 
was no change in his condition. Fif- 
teen months passed— eighteen months 
—an iiprccedeuted phenomenon! Then 
ono of the attending physicians sent 
for a munoira (a popular stringotl In- 
strument peculiar to Northern Spain) 
and ordered a follow countryman of 
the pationt to play somo of the old 
mountain airs upon it. Tho effect of 
thu music was liko witchcraft; thu II ted 
oyes brightened, tho long torpid 
muscles of tho faco began • to quiver 
ith such a trembling as tho dead 
Ulight foul at tho first great summons 
of the resurrection.

Nkw Yoiik, Nov. 18.— Ex-Presi- 
dent Chester A. Arthur died at 5 
o'clock Tursilay morning at his resi- 
dence, 123 Lexiugtou avenue. The 
news of his death camo as a great 
surpriso, notwithstanding the alarm- 
ing rumors as to his health during 
the summer months. The supposed 
improvement iu hit condition noted 
during his stay in New Loudon, 
Conn., and tho apparent confidence 
expressed by his friends who remain 
ed close to him, created the impros 
sion that his health had been radical 
ly improved, giviug him the promise 
of a renewed leaso of life. His dis- 
ease was one affecting the kidneys, 
and those nearest him had no faith 
in his permanent recovery, but his 
sudden demise was not spoken of. 
He began to sink rapidly after mid- 
night, and by 3 o'clock it was known 
that death was approaching. He 
passed away without apparent pain. 

As soon aB theuewsofMr. Arthur's 
death was made public mauy Hags on 
public and private buildings were 
placed at half-mast. Mr. Arthur had 
lived at 123 Lexiugtou avenue for 
twenly years or more. A stroke of 
cerebral apoplexy, sudden but not 
rl.olly unexpected by tho attending 
physicians, terminated his death. 
The stroke camo in his sleep between 
Tuesday night and Wednesday morn- 
ing and he did not rally thereafter. 
His death was painless, the slow go- 
lug-out of a burned-down candle, and 
for hours before the end came he was 
uucooBcious of his surroundings. 

Chester Allan Arthur was born iu 
Fairfiold, Franklin county, Vt., Oct. 
5, 1830. His father, a Baptist clergy- 
man, at the age of 18 emigrated from 
Uallymoua County, Antrim, Ireland. 
A thorough course in tho best school 
of Cnioii village and Schenectady, 
with a careful training by his father, 
enabled tho deceased to enter Vuiou 
collcgo at the early age of 15. He 
graduated with high honors in 1818. 
The study of law was then begun at 
Fowler's law school in Ballston, Spa. 
In 1853 he went to New York aud 
entered the law office of ex-Judge E. 
D. Culver, was admitted to the bar 
the same year, and began the practice 
of law. In 1859 he led to the altar 
Ellen Lewis Herudon, of Fredericks- 
burg, Va. Mrs. Arthur died in 1880, 
leaving two children, Chester Allen, 
aged 15, and Ellen Herndon, aged 8 
years. 

Mr. Arthur early took an active 
Interest in politics as a Henry Clay 
Whig, and was a delegate to the con- 
vention at Saratoga which founded 
the Republican party of New York. 
He also had a taste for tho adminis- 
tration of military affairs, aud beforo 
the civil war was judge-advocate of 
the Second brigade of the stale mili- 
tia. When E. D. Morgan became 
governor of New York in 1800 he ap- 
pointed Mr. Arthur to the position of 
enpiuecr-iu-chief of his staff, and 
then quartermaster general of the 
military force of the stale, an office 
which ho held until the close of Gov 
ernor Morgan's term in 1863. 

Iu 1863 Gen Arthur returned to the 
practice of law and built up a large 
business in collecting claims against 
tho government. On Nov. 20, 1871 
he was appointed collector of customs 
at the port of New York by President 
Grant, an office to which he was 
appointed in 1875. President Hayes, 
after his succession to office in 1877, 
promulgated an order forbidding per 
sous in the civil service of the gov- 
ernment from taking an active part 
iu political management. Mr. Ar- 
thur was at that time chairman of 
the Republican central committee of 
New York city, and A. B. Cornell 
who held the position of naval officer, 
was chairman of the state coutral 
committee of the same party. Both 
neglected to comply with the Presi- 
dent's order by resigning their party 
poiitious, and were suspended from 
office in July, 1878. 

On returning from the office of col- 
lector of the port of New York Mr. 
Arthur returned to the practice of 
law in that city and continued to 
take actlvo part iu politics. lie was 
a zealous supporter of the claims of 
Gen. Grant to the Republican nomi- 
nation for the presidency in the Chi- 
cago convention of 1880. He presided 
in the senate during the special ses- 
sion which began on the 4th of March, 
iu the contest between the president 
and Senator Conkliug in regard to 
appointments. It was during this 
contest that President Garfield re- 
ceived tho shot that subsequently 
roved fatal. While the president 
lingered between lifeand doath, from 
July 2 to Sept. 19, the vice president 
refrained from all part In public af- 
fairs and controversies of tho time, 
only expressing on fitting occasions 
his sincere share in the common grief 
and anxiety. The death of Garfield 
was announced to him in New Yorl 
by telegraphic dispatch from mem- 
bers of the cabinet.

KENTUCKY'S DELEGATION. 

Faots of Interest— Some Distin- 
guished Men-Their Ages and 
Political Careers. 

(Louisville Timtt.-) 

Tho Kentucky delegation which 
goes to the Fiftieth Congress contains 
three Republicans— fvom the Third, 
Ninth aud Eleventh districts, respect- 
ively. It contains new members from 
the Third, Fourth, Fifth, Ninth and 
Eleventh districts. The others were 
re-elected. Of tho old delegation, 
Judge Halsell, of tho Third District ; 
Tom Robertson, of the Fourth ; Al- 
bert Willis,of the Filth ;W. H. Wads- 
worlh, of the Ninth, and Gen. Wol- 
ford, of tho Eleventh were retired- 
all but the last two being caud!Cal*s 
for re-election. 

Hon. W. J. Stone, Representative 
from tho First district, was born 
June 26, 1841, in Caldwell county. Ho 
was reared ou a farm and educated 
inTse coinmou schools. He entered 
the Confederate army as a private, 
and was wouuded at Cynthiana in 
1804, necessitating the amputation of 
bis right leg near the hip. lie was 
elected to the Legislature in 1867 and 
again iu 1875, being choscu Speaker 
of the House. He was elected a third 
time iu 1883, and in 1884 was chosen 
Congressman from his district, de- 
feating Hon. Oscar Turner, who was 
alto his competitor in the last elec- 
tion. While Capt. Stone was lying 
wounded on tho battle-field ofCyu- 
llilana he was cared for by Miss Cor- 
nelia Woodward. A year later he 
sought hor out, aud they wore marri- 
ed afterwards. 

Hon. Polk Laffoon, who has been 
elected to Congress from the Secoud 
.littrict for the second time, was born 
iu Hopkins county, Oct. 24, 1844. He 
was reared on a farm and educated 
in the country schools. At sixteen he 
entered the Confederate J army, and 
was captured at Fort Donclson, but 
was exchanged, aud then joiuod Mor- 
gan's cavalry. He was takeu nrison- 
er the second time in the Ohio raid, 
and was a prisoner until the close of 
tho war, when ho returned homo pen- 
niless. He taught school for two 
years and studied law, obtaining a li- 
cense in 1867. Ho was County Attor- 
ney of Hopkins county in 1872, and 
was a delegate to tho National Dem- 
ocratic Convention in 1872. 

Dr. W. Godfrey Hunter, Iho new 
member from tho Elovenlh district, 
was bom in Ireland of Orange par- 
entage. He camo to this country in 
early youth and when the war broke 
out he joiued the Federal army and 
became assistant surgeon of a New 
York regimout. At the close or the 
war ho engaged iu tho practice or 
medicine, and iu oil speculations iu 
Pennsylvania, and when oil was dis- 
covered in Cumberland county, Ky., 
he went there, leased lauds and set- 
tled at Burksville, where he began 
the practice of his profession, and 
married a most estimable lady. At 
that time he was tinctured with De- 
mocracy but he soon became a Repub- 
lican and was twice elected to tho Leg- 
islature from the district composed 
of Clinton and Cumberland counties. 
He was defeated for State Senator by 
Joseph Bertram, and afterwards he 
was defeated for Congress by Jolm 
W. Caldwell, in 1878, aud by John 
E. Halsell, in 1882. He then engaged 
in speculative enterprises in New 
Mexico, and owing to antagonisms 
iu the Third district, he was at the 
last election chosen to succeed Mr. 
Halsell in Congress. 

Hon. A. B. Montgomery, of the 
Fourth district, is a resident of Eliza 
bethtown. He was born in Hardiu 
county December 11, 1837, and is a 
graduate of Georgetown College. Ho 
studied law in Elizabethtown and 
also at the law school in this city 
where he graduated in 1861. In 1870 
he was elected Judge of the Hardin 
county court, and filled the office for 
four yean, since which time he has 
been actively engaged in the practice 
of his profession at Elizabethtown 
He was nominated for Congress after 
an exciting canvass, and elected by 
handsome majority. His opponent 
at the primary election was the Hon. 
Thomas A. Robertson, who had de- 
feated him two years before. Judge 
Montgomery is married, aud hat 
four children.

Hon. Ashor G. Caruth, the newly- 
elected member from the Fifth dis- 
trict is known to almost every one m 
Louisvillo and Jeffcrsou county. He 
wat born iu Scottaville, Ky., in 1841, 
but moved to Louisville with his 
family when a mere boy. Ho was 
educated in Philadelphia and at the 
high school Iu this city. In 1866 he 
was admitted to the bar, and removed 
to Hopkiusville where he practiced 
several years, and established the 
Kentucky New Era. In 1871 he re- 
turned to Louisville,and has lived 
there ever since. Iu 1873, ho was 
hosen altoricy for the school board, 
and in 1880 was elected Common- 
wealths Attorney, being re-elected 
latt Augntt. When the ditsatisfac- 
llon over Hon. Albert S. Willis 
course iu Congress became so pro 
nounced, he was urged to make the 
race, and filially consented to do so, 
obtaining the nomination of the 
primary by a handsome majority. 
He has earned a wide reputatiou as 
Commonwealth's Attorney and his 
friends predict a bright career for 
him in Congress. 

Foremost among tho members of 
the delegation, aud at the top of the 
liBt of statesmen of the United States 
stauds John G. Carlisle, Representa- 
tive from tho Sixth district and 
Speaker of the Lower House of Con- 
gress. He' was born in Campbell, 
now Kenton, county, Kentucky, on 
September 5, 1835, and received a 
common school education. He stud- 
ied law with the late Gov. Stcvonson 
and W. B. Kinkead, aud was admit- 
ted to the bar in 1828. Ills first ad- 
vent into politics was in 1809 when 



lie was olected to the Legislature. 
He was choson Stato Elector on the 
Democratic ticket iu 1864, but de- 
clined to serve. Iu 1800 he was 
elected to tho State Senate aud served 
two terms. In 1871 he was elected 
Lieutenant Governor, J aiid was Presi- 
dential Elector for tho State-at-largo 
in 1876. Ho was elected to the For- 
ty-fifth Congress, and has served in 
the councils of the nation ever since. 
Ho was chosen Speaker iu 1883 aud 
re-elected in 1885. as ho probably 
will be again at tho next meeting of 
the House. 

Hon. W. C. P. Breckinridge, Rep- 
resentative from the Seventh or Ash- 
land district, was bom August 28, 
1S37, near Baltimore, Maryland. He 
was educated in that state and after- 
ward graduated at Center College. 
He was admitted to the practice of 
law just beforo the late war, opening 
an office in Lexington iu 1861. He 
entered the Confederate army as Cap- 
tain iu Gen. John II. Morgan's caval- 
ry, and was afterward mado Colonel. 
Wheu the war was ended ho return- 
ed to Lexington and resumed the 
practice of law. Ho was elected to 
Congress In 1881, aud was re-elected 
at the late election. As an orator, 
pure and simple, Col. Breckinridge 
stands head and shoulders above the 
remainder of the delegation, though 
he does not approach Mr. Carlisle in 
lucidity of reasoning and power iu 
debate. 

Hon. Jas. B. McCreary, member 
from the Eight district, was born iu 
Madison county on July 8, 1838. He 
studied law early in life, aud wat 
admitted to tho bar in 1859. During 
the war he was Major, and after- 
wards Colonel, of the Eleventh Ken- 
tucky cavalry in the Confederate 
army. He was elected to tho State 
Legislature in 1869, 1871 and 1873, 
and was Speaker of the House dur- 
ing the last two terms. While occu- 
pying this position he wat noted for 
hit fairness, and not a tingle appeal 
was taken against his rulings In four 
years. In 1875 he was elected Gov- 
ernor of the State, and was a wise 
and syitcmatlc executive. He is 
forcible and attractive public speaker 
aud possessed or a gonial spirit. He 
was elected to Congress in 1884, and 
had comparatively no opposition at 
the recent election. 

Hon. (icorgo M. Thomas, the Re 
publican member from the Ninth 
district, was born November 23, 1828 
Iu 1863 he was elected County Judgi 
and Circuit Judgo in 1874. In 1880 
he was defeated iu the race for ro 
election, and subsequently for Con 
gross, being tho Republican nomine*. 
In 1881 he was appointed United 
States District Attorney for Ken 
tucky, which position he held until 
the election of President Cleveland 
He is a man of much persoual popu 
larity and some ability. His legal 
attainments are not counted of the 
highest order, however, and while 
District Attorney here he delega- 
ted nearly all his work to hia acsist- 
ant, George Dnrelle. 

Hon. Wm. Preston Taulbee mem 
ber-elect from the Tenth district, has 
gained an enviable reputation as an 
orator since his entrance into politics, 
He was bom in Magoffin county in 
1851. He taught school for several 
years until 1877, when he entered the 
ministry of the Methodist church. In 
1878 ho was elected Conuty Clerk and 
re-elected in 1880. He obtained 
licenae as a lawyer in 1871, and built 
up a good practice. In 1884 he wat 
nominated for Congreas on the Dem 
ocratic ticket aud wat elected by a 
majority of 2,306, although the dia 
trict had gone Republican for several 
years. He is a great favorito with 
the people of Easleru Kentucky. 

Judge H. Frank Flnlcy, the newly- 
elected member from the Eleventh 
district, is one of the most bitter Re- 
publicans in the State. He resides 
at Williamsburg, Whitley county, 
and is said to have made a great deal 
of money In Star route mail contracts 
He was defeated for Congress once 
before in a raco against Mat Adams, 
but won this time without trouble, 
He has held several positions, once 
being protecting Attorney of his 
district, and subsequently United 
States District Attorney for Ken- 
tucky. He resigned this position 
and going home was elected Circuit 
Judge, his term expiring only a few 
months ago. The circuit comprises 
the most lawless section of the State. 
Ho is a very large man, over six feet 
high and with a burly framo, though 
not corpulent. Ho weighs probably 
over two hundred pounds, wears a 
full brown beard, and drosses plain, 
but well.

His Visit to Falrview Sunday, 

Hon. Jellurgon Davis readied 
Clarksvllle Friday aud wus the guest 
OfOipt M.H.Clark, who was his 
private secretary during Hie life of 
the confederacy. Ho left Saturday 
evening by special train for Elktou, 
where the parly was met by hacks 
aud taken to Mr. W. II .lesup's. He 
tpent tho night with Mr. Jesup and 
attended the dedication tho next day 
of 

IIETIIEL 11 Al-J'IST CIIC IIC'II. 

This building is situated upon the 
spot where Mr. Davis was born and 
tho ground was purchased by him 
last year and presented to the church 
for the purpose. The structure is 
one of the handsomest in southern 
Kentucky and was erected at a cost 
of over 10,000. It is finished in ele- 
gant style and seated with opera re- 
clining chairs and is provided with 
pastor's study, baptistry, dressing 
rooms and all tho modern improve- 
ments. Iu the wall of tho vestibule 
is a slab cummonicrating the fact that 
the spot was the birthplace ot Mr.

The weather which was so promis- 
ing for a day or two prcvious.changed 
Sunday morning at daylight and the 
day was ushered in with a cold ills 
agiceablc rain which continued all 
day Suuday and tho better part of 
yesterday. Extcnslvo preparations 
had been made for (he event but all 
plans had to bo changed.

Mr. Davis descended from 
his carriage at the door and leaning 
upon Mr. Josup's arm entered the 
building and took a scat three scats 
back from tho front. He was accom- 
panied by Dr. Strickland, Capt. Clark 
and two or threetfRlics from Clarks- 
ville. Dr. Strickland, Dr. Baker and 
the pastor, itev. E. N. Dlcken, took 
their scats in the pulpit and tbo for- 
proceeded to preach the dedica- 
tory sermon. It was a discourse elo- 
queut, appropriate and instructive 
aud was listened to throughout with 
the closest attention. 

At the conclusion of Dr. Strick- 
land's discourse, Mr. Davis arose aud 
spoke at follows : 

Ladies aud Gentlemen of tho Con- 
gregation: My heart is always tilled 
with gratitude to you, who extend to 
me so many Kindnesses. I am thank- 
ful that lean give you this lot upon 
which to worship the triune God. It 
has been asked why I, who am not a 
Baptist, glvo this lot to tho Baptist 
Church. I am not a Baptist, but my 
father, who was a better man than I, 
was a Baptist. . 

Wherever I go, when I coiuo here 
I feel 'that this is my own, my native 
land,' When 1 see this beautiful 
church It refills my heart with thanks. 
It shows the love you bear your Cre- 
ator; it shows your capacity for 
building to your God. The pioneers 
of this country, as I have learned 
from history wore men of plain, sim- 
ple habits, full of energy and imbued 
with religious principles. They lived 
in a day belore the dawn of sectarian 
disturbances and sectional strifes. In 
their rude surroundings and teach- 
ings it is no wonder that they learned 
that God was love. 

'I did not come here to speak. I 
would not mar with speech of mine 
the cllect of tho beautiful sermon to 
which you have listened.

The Ex-President ami his party ate 
their diunor at a private table sproad 
iu the pastor's study, adjoining the 
pulpit.

Me. Eiiitok:— Perhaps a few items 
from this point will be of interest to 
some of your readers, uud as my 
homo is in Hopkiusville, I take the 
liberty of writing for the columns of 
tho South Krntlckian. 

Lebanon is midway between Day- 
ton and Cincinnati, on tho Cincinnati 
and Northern ltailroad.

POULTRY POINTS. 

f American ltiiral Home. I 

Poultry-houses now should be made 
warm. Prepare them for winter if 
you have not already done so 1 ; there 
is no tiuie to be lost. 

By a judicious system of winter 
feeding you can materially increase 
the comfort of ) our fowls, and got a 
sultablo reward in an increased qtian- 
ity of eggs and the good health of 
your stock. 

If fowls are penned up in ycry close 
quarters, without regard to the num- 
bers thus crr.wded together, it is quite 
impassible for them to be availed of 
a6 breeders, and they will quickly 
convince you also that in this condi- 
tion hens will lay you few or no eggs. 

From now till March the slock 
should he fully fed. l'oullv require 
more and heartier feeding in cold 
thau in warm weather. Ijuok out 
for roup and colds this month. Give 
your birds fresh watcrdaily, and once 
or twico a week drop into the drink- 
ing vessels a little cayenne pepper. 
This is an excellent tonic, and it is 
warming to the crop in severe weath- 
er, but you must not use it too plen- 
tifully. 

Variety in feeding is notonly high- 
ly appreciated by poultry, but, in the 
experience of those who have tried 
this plan, as well as the more gener- 
al system of feeding out whole grain 
only as regular food, it has been 
found that ihe former is much the 
best toward keeping domestic fowls 
couslanly in good thrift. By variety 
wo mean both raw and cooked food- 
meat, vegetables, scraps, green food, 
corn, oats, rice, barley, wheat, ground 
bones, etc. Either for laying fowls, 
for breeders, or for growing stock, 
tho varied feeding plan is always the 
most beneficial. 

The enormous sir.0 to which many 
of the better specimens of the Ltrou/.e 
Turkey attain was something excep- 
tional for a few yearn after they com- 
menced to be disseminated, but atlho 
present time so marked and special 
lias this valuable trait of size proved, 
that thousands ot monster gobblers 
of the Bronze Turkey variety are dis 
tributed in all parts of tho United 
States. The ground color of the 
Bronze Turkey is mostly black, vari- 
egated upon wings and tail with 
brown, white and gray, while nearly 
the whole plumage shows reflections, 
in a bright light.of tho most beautiful 
bronze.

If fowls are thirsty, they will eat 
show and pieces of ice as well as 
drink from the vile gutter, but that 
is no reason for neglecting to provide 
them with fresh water. 

If poulterers would believe how 
succulent and valuable potatoes, cab- 
bage, turnips and carrots are wheu 
cooked and mixed with meal, and fed 
while warm to the fowl, they would 
make ample provision for them the 
coming winter. 

Cooked food is more nourishing 
and more easily digested ; it is more 
economical than the way of feeding 
wholly on raw grains; il tends to 
make the stock more thrifty, and as 
gists in increasing their steady growth 

All fowls will bleach their legs by 
lying in ashes, and lime will still in- 
crease this fading process. Fowls 
that have their liberty, running 
through the dew and grass each day, 
preserve their legs in much better 
condition, but only once will they 
bavc the fresh bloom and color of 
youth. Decay follows all things. 
But when birds are penned up in dry 
yards they always suffer badly, and 
only by constant rubbing with sweet 
oil, after thoroughly washing, that 
they can be keptin a presentable con- 
dition. 

If corn was charred in the oven be 
fore being fed to the fowls, it would 
be much better for all stock in gener- 
al, and laying bens especially as it 
serves to clean out their system and 
keep their blood in good order. Do 
not feed it entirely, but givo one a 
day, and be careful in preparing it 
or it will be burned to ashes. This 
food takes the place of charcoal, and 
is much more palatable for tho fowls 
and serves to keep them healthy and 
vigorous at all times.

Don't get your laying hens too fat. 
A besetting sin of beginners is to 
over-feed. They want to take good 
care of their birds, and make the mis- 
take of supposing that "good care" 
consists in stiilliiig the birds. To be 
healthful, poultry should be kept 
hungry ; in that condition, they are 
active, keep scratchinir, and their 
powers aro brought Into exercise. 
Don't overfeed.

An Unnatural Mother. 

The curious ease of the emu is de- 
scribed in a letter from Mr. Alfred 
Bennett, who had ail opportunity of 
watching tho habits ot this bird, 
which was during several seasons suc- 
cessfully bred by his father in Surrey. 
ThO ben bird, says Mr. Bennett, begins 
to lay about the "end of October or be- 
ginning of November, and, as each 
brood consists of twenty eggs or more, 
laid at intervals of two days, the 
process lakes about six weeks. " Before 
it is completed the eock bird begins to 
sot. Tho eggs laid subsequently are 
deposited by the hen by the side or her 
mate, who puts out his foot and draws 
them under hiin. As soon as the Bggl 
begin to hatch it is necessary to isolate 
the hen, as she lights furiously with 
her mate, nnd would, to all appear- 
ances, kill the chicks if she were al- 
lowed to get at them. The whole of 
the tending to the young is performed 
bv the male bird.— Suture.
